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Direction to issue a label has not been given 


SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Double Penetrations Vol. 1 / High Lander Part II The Cumming is 
classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording contains one full feature and part of a second feature. Both 
features explicitly present sexual activity for the sexual entertainment of the viewer. 
The video recording is deemed to be objectionable because it promotes and supports 
the use of urine in association with sexual conduct, by including a scene where a 
woman urinates onto the bare breasts of a second woman, which is presented to 
sexually arouse the viewer. This occurs in the second feature High Lander Part II The 
Cumming. 

The remainder of the video recording is judged to be objectionable due to the extent, 
degree and manner of degrading and dehumanising sexual conduct within it. Of 
particular concern is the first scene from the first feature entitled Double Penetrations 
Vol. 1, where the behaviour of three men towards a woman, culminating in the men 
taking turns to masturbate over her face and ejaculate onto her face, degrades and 
dehumanises the woman to such a high degree that it colours the contents of the 
entire video recording. 

If two excisions were made to the video recording, one to remove the urination, and 
one to remove the degrading and dehumanising elements in the above scene, the 
remaining material could be made available without likely injury, provided that the 
video recording is restricted to the adult viewers for whom it is intended. 

However, the owner of the publication failed to respond to the offer of excisions, and 
the video recording is therefore deemed to be objectionable. Section 14 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) does not apply to this publication, 
being overridden by the deeming provisions of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act, which cannot be given meaning that is consistent with the rights and 
freedoms of the NZBR Act. 
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
